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Senate acquits Trump on impeachment charges 


Pa, senators split on 
w party-line verdict

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
Senate voted Wednesday to aoquit 
President Donald Tramp on abuse 
ff power and obstruction of Con 
‘gross charges and allow him to re- 
fain in atie, ending the tir im- 
paichment trial in American his- 

The Senate acquitted Mr. 
‘Trump by a vote on the abuse 
power charge and by a $47 vote 
fan the obstruction of Congress 
charge. 

Sen. Mitt Romney. Rea, was 
the only Republican who broke 
With his party to join ali 5 Demo- 
‘rats and two independents in vot 
ing “guilty” on the abuse of power 
charge. He beram thefirst senator 


in US. history to vote to remove a 
president in his own party, 

"The president ie guilty of an 
appalling abuse of publie trast, 
ME. Romney said in a Senate 
‘oor speech before the vate. "Cor. 
rupting an election to keep ane- 
Sal in ofice is perhaps the most 
Abusive and destructive violation 
ff one's gath of affice that 1 ean 

Pennsylvania's senators were 
split on the verdict, with Democrat 
Bob Casey voting to convict and 
Republican Pat Toomey voting 10 
quit on both charges: 

"The result ot Wednesday's ver 
dict was not a surprise” From the 
outset, it was big unlikely the 
Republican -controlled Senate 
would get to the G7 votes required 
ir Mr. Trump's removal The pre- 
‘ious two presidential impeach: 
ment trials resulted in acquittals 
for Andrew Johnson in 1888 and 
Bili Cinton ta 1990. 


"The acquittal, coming hours af 
ter Mr. Trump delivered a defiant 
State of the Union adress, brings 
îm a close a four month investiga 
tion and trial that paralyzed much 
ff Capitol Hall and exposed deep 
Partisan divides,
